one million shares.

That a considerable part of the 


trading came -rom the public wag 
obvious from the increased attendance 
and i lerest of inves'crs lr. the finan- 
cial district and from the activity of 
commission houses, whose wires were 
kept busy with orders from interior 
points.

Members of elec- 
tion boards cannot be expected to 
know these names in many instances; 
and for this reason even where per- 
sonal registration is not required, she 
(hould see to it that her name, prop- 
erly given it, on th# list. 
There is 


only one day more for registration in 
these outside-the-city districts, and 
that is tomorrow — Saturday of this 
week. 


Up to this time the registration 


either in city or country has not been 
satisfactorily large.

their sleep, impairs their ability to 
serve the following day. Then, too, 
with the numbers so reduced, there Is 
a possibility of a further spread of 
the epidemic and the city might find 
itself with physicians thenfselves ill 
without medical assistance when they 
will be most needed. 


While the number of new cases In- 


creased yesterday, there was so far 
as reported to the health officer but 
one new case of pneumonia, which Is 
an encouraging feature of the devel- 
opment. 


The present Is an emergency that
